focu8»ed the attention which, from the 
highest to the man in th* street, \vua re- 
spectful, sincere and profound.. The 
time had coma when, as Mr. Chamber- 
lain said last evening at the Civil Service 
club banquet, the greatest statesman of 
our time and generation was passing to 
his rest. In two places perhaps was 
the tension most keen and most heart- 
felt—the house of commons and 
Ha- 


warden. 


Just before the house rose a telegram 


from Herbert Gladstone reached Lord 
Stanley, announcing that his father was 
sinking. In the minds of all it was the 
last of a K>ng «eries of bulletins anx- 
iously awaited and mournfully received. 
Already before hie death the hush of 
grief seemed to fall over the scene of his 
triumphs; and from the present men 
turned to the past, recalling his sayings 
and doings. A gr«a.t lion lay dying; his 
old colleagues, his one-time enemies and 
followers watching his last, long fight 
•with ha last and implacable foe as they 
watched in past days his fights against 
foes whom he could overcome. True to 
himself, he was yielding slowly, inch 
by inch. It was generally felt at St. 
Stephana that hia dying was but tha 
sequel to that great scene witnessed four 
years ago when, his last speech spok*n, 
he quitted the house without ona word 
of spoken adieu. 


Anticipating the Inevitable, the mem- 


bers of the government discussed the 
appropriate procedure to be observed, 
and resolved that no effort on their part 
•hould be wanting to mark a. suitable 
sense of their loss and the loss of the 
nation. Disregarding recent precedents, 
it was decided that when the end should

Mr. Turpie of Indiana Upholds the Foil- I 


lion of the Democratic Members. 


Washington. May 19.—The feature of 


yesterday's F^ss'.on of th* senate was 
the speech of Mr. Turpie upon the war 
revenue measure. 11V strongly con- 
tended that a bond issue was unneces- 
sary; that all the funds required for the 
prosecution of the war could be raised 
through the proposed Inheritance tax, 
liy tlie tax on corporations, by the coin- 
aee of the sliver seigniorage and by the 
Issue of legal tender notes. These four 
means of obtaining money would yield 
to the government during th« next year, 
he maintained, fully 
$300.(K'0,000, 
an 


amount In excess of the estimated sum 
necessary for the conduct of the war. 


Referring to tha proposed issue of 


bonds, Mr. Turpte Bliid he entertained 
a suspicion that the bond rid«r had been 
placed on the pending bill voting sup- 
plies to the government for the war In 
order to force those who were In favor of 
supporting the government to vote for 
it. The promoters of the scheme, he was 
satisfied, were convinced that the bond 
iFsue could not stand on its own merits. 
They therefore had put It as a rider on 
this bill In order to place congress in 
durance. No man could excel him in 
desire to bring the war to an honorable 
and auspicious conclusion, but he depre- 
cated the administration's resort to a 
bond issue at a time wh«n Its "policy 
remains y<M-ln the mystery of abeyanc*." 


Mr. Turpie turned his remarks upon 


the subject of the Independence of the 
Cubans. The recognition of the inde- 
pendence of th* Cubans, he said, had 
been promised, but where, he asked, was 
that recognition? 


Mr. Hale had risen and Mr. Turpie de- 


clined to yield, but at this juncture lie 
Interjected the question. "And where Is 
the Cuban government?" 


Mr. Turpie paid no attention to this 


remark. Dlrcupsliifc thi> Monroe doc 
trine, he declared he would as llof recede 
to (?r«at Britain Staten Island as h 
would recede to Spain any portion of 
Cuba. Every shot fired from the days 
of Lexington and Concord to th* days 
of Gettysburg and Appomattox had 
pointed to the present position of the 
United States asserting our primacy In 
the new \vorl4. Spain had been the first 
and It would be the last to deny thi» 
primacy. 
He 
predicted 
undisputed 


triumph, and said It would be more than 
a national victory: It would be a vic- 
tory of even-handed justice. 


Considerate progress was made In 


the reading of the bill, which Included, 
naturally, the consideration

amendments proposed by the committee. 
Through the Influence of Mr. 'Gorman 
(Dem., Md.) the Imprisonment penalty 
was stricken out of some of the sections 
relating to violations of the stamp tax. 
After an extended debate, part of which 
occurred in secret legislative session, t>ie 
conference report on the bill suspending 
certain part? of the existing law relat- 
ing to the purchase of supplies by the 
war department was adopted.

Thus says Dr. William Henry 
Porter of the StratLuioro, who IB a recog- 
nized authority on dietetics. 


Up to tliIB ditto a huge nppetlte has al- 


most Invariably been considered a* evi- 
dence of a good physical condition. Many 
person* will realise, after weighing Mi* 
doctor'* remark, that their great desire 
for food at certain times is* a warning that 
all 1* Dot well with then). 


Dr. Porter supports his startling state- 


ment by some interesting explanatory 
fact*. 
The healthy person does not slight 


his meals, it must be understood, but does 
ample justice to them. 
Yet not until he 


tastes the food before hlni, says Dr. Por- 
ter, does bo realize the need of it. He 
could H.Q about and forget his mealtimes 
but for the force of circumstances. 


The pangs of hunger are felt as an effect 


of imperfect indigestion. 


Dr. Porter gives some valuable informa- 


tion on the question which and of what 
kind shall be the principal weal—moru- 
lng, noon or night? In speaking of this 
be said: 
"As in the running of an engine the 


most intensive consumption of fuel must 
be Just prior to and in accordance with 
the uiuount of work to bo performed, so 
in, a man tlio time for taking and the 
quantity nml quality of the meal Ingested 
or th» 'determination of the 'principal 
meal' must bo in harmony with tho work 
to be, accomplished. If tho individual is 
to begin hia daily labors between 4 and 0 
In tbe inonilug and terminate thorn be- 
tween 6 and 0 o'clock in the evening, it 
neoossitiitt's the taking of a good and lib- 
eral breakfast »t nn early hour lu tho 
morning from a half hour to an hour be- 
fore beginning notlvo work, espooiolly so 
*lf the last weal of the day previous hns 
boon n light one at 0 o'clock, as is the 
common habit of this class. Habits of this 
kind naturally call for tho heaviest meal, 
which also Limy bo called tho principal 
meal, at noon or near that hour. 


'On the other hand, if tbo custom Is to 


ise between 0 and 8 in the morning and 
he largest amount of work is performm! 
letween 9 In the morning and tho sue 
ceding midnight, an entirely dlfforonl 
arrangement of tho meals must be fol 
owed. In this class a light breakfast is 
i) order at about 8 in the morning, » 
stronger, more substantial meal at I 
o'clock In the forenoon and tho heaviest 
and what justly deserves to be c«ll«d tht> 
>rincipul meal should bo taken from C to 
1 In the evening, because this is moro 
nearly in the middle of tho working hours. 
\Vhon the labors are continued until mid- 
night and tbe hour of resting is after this 
time, ft light moal should be taken tvt 11 
o'clock."—St. Louis Republic.
